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SCHOOL REPORT. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


L. Edna Heath was employed for both terms. This was Miss 
Heath’s first experience in teaching. The scholars were regular in 
attendance, and gave good attention to study. The school consists 
mostly of small scholars. but some of them are quite well advanced 
for their years. } 

DISTRICT NO, 2. 


Only one term of school in this district, taught by Mary E. Gifford. 
The school appeared to be making good progress at both of my vis- 
its. At the close of the term I found several of the old scholars had 
moved away and new ones moved into the district. That portion of the 
school which attended the full term gave proof of good advance- 
ment. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Summer term taught by Mary E. Gifford. Winter term by Jennie 
S. Barney; both experienced teachers. Good order and good im- 
provement during both terms. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Laura EK. Bucklin was employed for the year. After keeping two 
weeks the teacher was obliged to stop the school on account of sick- 
ness, and, not being able to return, the school was postponed until 
early in the fall when Miss Bucklin returned and taught 14 weeks. 
Good improvement was made. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Summer term taught by Edith M. Keniston. Fall and winter 
terms under the care of Rosabelle M. Franklin. Good order was 
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maintained throughout the year and asa natural consequence good 
improvement followed. The attendance was not as regulai as it 
should have been. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Summer term taught by Jennie S. Barney who maintained her 
former high position as a teacher. 

Fall term under the care of Mrs. Hattie E. Sawyer, a teacher of 
considerable experience who came to the school highly recommen- 
ded. Nearly the whole school had the whooping cough which made dis- 
couraging work for the teacher as well as the scholars, but for all 
these drawbacks the examination at the close of the term gave proof 
of more improvement than I had expected under the circumstances. 

A short but profitable term was taught in the winter by Jennie S. 
Barney. A more advanced class attended this term than any other 
in town. Miss Barney isa thorough scholar, and as a teacher for 
advanced schools takes the lead. | 


; DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Both terms taught by Martha J. Walker. This is the banner school 
in town. A great deal of interest is taken in the school by both par- 
ents and pupils. Nearly the whole school was on the roll of honor 
and the rest with but few marks against their names. Miss Walker 
is an excellent teacher, and having the hearty co-operation of the 
whole school made it the most successful school in town. 

DISTRICT NO. 10. 

Two terms, summer and winter, taught respectively by Sarah E. 
Sulloway and Meora E. Ryder. Both teachers were qualified to 
instruct the school but for some reasons unknown to your committee 
the scholars were very irregular in attendance which made very dis- 
couraging work for the teacher and _ scholars that did attend regular. 
In the summer term out of fourteen scholars only three were regular 
in attendance and none upon the roll of honor. Fifteen scholars at- 


tended the winter term, only eight were regular in attendance, with 
one name on the roll of honor. 


DISTRICT NO. 11. 


Only one term of school in this district, taught by Laura A. Jack- 
man. The school was small. Good advancement was made.

DISTRICT NO. 12. 
Only one term in this district, taught by G. F.’Pettengill. Part of 
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the school attended regularly and made good improvement, the rest 
did as well as could be expected under «he circumstances. The 
teacher did all any one could for the school. 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 


Summer term taught by Mrs. Hattie M. Bullock with her usual 
good success. 

Winter term commenced by Edward Wayne. an able instructor, 
but on account of sickness in his family was obliged to leave the 
school which was successfully completed by Elmer G. Fosgate. The 
attendance in this school has not been what it should be. Out of 
thirty-three scholars only three names appear on the roll of honor.
